the one Hand, and excited him to Faticnce cn ihe 
other.

A. It is certainly confiftent with the moft Hero- 
ick Patience to be fenfibie of Mifery and to exprefs 
i. A true Religious Patience do's not pretend to 
the Romantic Bravery, of the Stcicks, of not feeling 
the Pain of the Rack, or of being eafy and 
compoted under the moft violent Torments. Our 
Saviour himlelf cou’d fay, let this Cup paf? from me; 
and Feremial, and Habakkuk did, as well as Fb, 
with they had never been Born: And Fonab impa- 
uently withed that he might Dye. The moft Sancti- 
Ctified Reaton may give way to the Jnfirmity of 
Nature, forhat Grief may ventitfelf in Complaints, 
which in the Prefence of Friends are thought to al- 
lay the Binternefs of it. Notwithftanding Fob, in 
allthis Difcourfe of his, fhews but by a bare ine 
eHeCtual and conditional Polition (as School-men 
Speak ) a defire not to have been Born : Bur there 
can be no Objeion made againft his abfolure and 
etectual Refolution of fubmitting to the Difpenfa- 
rons of Divine Providence. Neiher is it fo much 
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the Trarquility and Compofure of his Mind, as 
the ftedfattnefls of his Integrity under his Sufferings 
that got him the Character of a moft Patienc Man. 
Itis not to be denied that he was too far Tranf- | 
ported by the Infirmity of his Paffion. He himfelf 
acknowledges it (Chap, 42. Ver. 3.) bur the 
Virtue of his Patience was feen in this, that he did 
not give Satan an Occafion to boaft that he had 
prated God in Vain. But yet unlefs we take his 
Words in the mceft rigid Senfe, it cannot be {aid he 
afferred any Thing that was impious, Bur as 
for the advantage the Querift fays he had from the 
Affitance cf Angels, we muft Confefs we meet 
wich none fuch in this whole Story; unlefs he means 
Jobs three Friends, who are ftyled by himfelf Mi- 
ferable Comforters, and Served only to aggravate his 
Affiictions. ’Lis true Ged himfelf Speaks to Fob, 
but that is at the Conclufion of his Sufferings, _ 
Q. Gentlemen, The Moralifis pretend that the 
Law of Nuiture u eafily difcoverable and moft manifeft- 
ly demonftrable by the Light of Nature. If fo why do's 
the Scripture fo partscuiarly deliver the Precepts of it 
[ince that feems Superfluous. 
A, Whether the Law of Nature be plain or ob- 

{cure in itfe f, it is certainly a great Confolation to 
us and amighry Confirmation of thar Law, co find, 
that the natural Affent of Humane Reafon, as to 
the certainty of it, is ftrengthened by the Evidence 
of Divine Teftimony. Befides, tho’ the Firft Prin- 
ciples of the Law of Nature muft be granted to be 
very eafy, and none Ignorant of them; yet firce 
Human Actions are Converfant abouc {uch Things 
as are attended with a greac variety of Circum- 
ftances, which occafion Men to judge differently 
concerning what ought co be done, 1t was very con- 
venient, that the Law of God fhon’d give feveral 

articular Determinations, in Order to help our 

Veaknelstherein. For in things of this Nature we 
know that the nataral Undeittanding of feveral 
whole Nations has been {v darkened, that they 
cou'd not difcern {ome very grofs Immoralities to 
be Sinful. Again, by — Precepts of the Law of 
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Naturé being thus maniteitly declared to Mankind 
by God him(elf, there is the greateft Curb laid up- 
on the Perverfe Difpofition of {cme Men, who 
might pretend thatthe Light of Nacure is not clear 
enovgh to lay Men under a polite Obligation to 
fuch and {uch Duties, dt thac Haman Reafon is 
not able to diftinguith Good from Evil. But now 
by the manifeft Revelacion of God, there is no 
Room left for fuch Excules..

rian tells us of a very Devout Dog at Corbie in the 
Year 897, thac Aflifted at Mafs with great Reve. 
rence and Modeity, and in all the Decent Pottures. 
He Religioufly obferved Fifth and Faft-days, and 
bit fuch Digs as Piffed againft the Walls of the 
Church, or Barked during Divine Seivice. There 
ean be no doubr made but that there are fuch Crea- 
tures as Mermaids, being frequently mentioned 
by Ancient Writers under the Name of Tritons and 
Syrens. Whether there are any Teftimonies of Mo- 
dern Authors concerning them we have not had 
leifure to Examine.

‘* the thicknefs of his Body. His Hands were alfo 
difproportionately large, and very White in the 
“ Palms. He had thick white Hair hanging down

to his Stomach. His Eyes were great and fierce.
